Your cups, saucers 
and plates are purely the product of 
manual labor, and it is a satisfaction 
to know that our 
American 
pottery 
workers receive from twice to four 
times the wages paid in European pot­ 
teries. 
Under the Wilson tariff the duty on 
foreign pottery or chlnaware was 35 
per cent ad valorem. 
Under the Ding- 
ley tariff the rate is 60 per cent. We 
are in receipt of reliable information 
to the effect that the gross undervalua­ 
tions in this line exist, especially from 
merchandise coming from Limoges 
France, 
These undervaluations apply 
to other countries of the continent 
,largely, but only to a limited extent to 
the merchandise coming from England. 
It is said by responsible manufacturers 
that the Dlngley rate of 60 per cent Is 
no more than equal under present ad | 
ministratlve conditions to the Wilson 
j 
rate of 35 per cent. 
It is a well known 
fact that for customs purposes Limo 
ges is a “closed market”—that 
is 
American importers cannot 
go 
into 
that market and purchase goods in the 
ordinary wholesale quantltie.s as des­ 
cribed in the tariff law. The manufac 
turers of Limoges ship their goods to 
their own agents or representatives in 
New York and other cities, except, P^r-j 
(Continued on Fourth Page.)

Columbus, O.. Feb. 17.— ISpecial ) — 
Ohio Is to have official representation 
a t the coming St. Louis exposition, 
though not perhaps in so sumptuous a 
Way as some might like or as was at 
first expected. The original plan which 
found expression in a hill introduced 
in the senate by Mr. Archer called for 
a n appropriation of $200,000 and the 
creation of an adm inistrative board of 
fifteen members, one of whom was to 
serve as commissioner and be perm a­ 
nently stationed at St. Louis at a salary 
to be determined by the board. 
No 
special provision was made for the wo­ 
men o rth o state. This measure was re­ 
ferred to the finance committee and the 
pruning knife put at work. It will now 
come back to the senate in a much 
modified and less expensive form. Tho 
board of commissioners is to be re­ 
duced from fifteen to ten, and to take 
Che place of the five a w om an’s board 
of th a t num ber is created. 
The mem­ 
bers of both these boards are to ba 
given five dollars a day each while ac­ 
tually engaged in the work of the ex­ 
position, or, rather, the Ohio end of it, 
and, in addition, the men will he allow­ 
ed their traveling expenses and sub­ 
sistence while away from home.

be no reason why they should leave.

The respect and deference shown to 
the German army officer on doty and 
off duty by his countrymen are won­ 
derful to see, according to a London 
writer. 
“Civilians, even compatriots 
of distinction, on entering the dining 
room 1k>w to him with formal humility. 
He acknowledges the obeisances only 
with a rigid glare of haughty indiffer­ 
ence. though he is politely conscious of 
the coining and going of ladies. The 
German civilian does not appear to be 
surprised at or to resent being con­ 
temptuously ignored by him, but rec­ 
ognizes him aud looks up to him as a 
8uperW member of a superior race 
and continues to make his obeisances, 
however loftily they are ignored. 
"But, while the officer is unable to 
see the civilian at whom he is looking 
point blank, he never misses observ­ 
ing the entrance and acknowledging 
the salute of another of his own race. 
He rises from his seat and stands stiff 
aud erect while the newcomer ad­ 
vances and exchanges formal bows 
aud greetings, and as he recovers the 
erect position from the bow he brings 
his heels together with a sharp parade 
click and waits unttt his superior has 
taken a seat before he resumes his 
own.”

If it was eo n- 
tro v enlal then, when the majo rity were fo r freedo m fro m British rule, what 
co uld be expected when o pinio n w as much div l» le<i abo ut the fo rm o f go v em- 
mmit that sho uld be ado pted? lndee<l, o ppo sitio n .and disputatio n had beco me 
chro nic. The Declaratio n o f Independenee wns pass« Hl with difficulty, the war 
was pro to nged by diasent. and no w the plan o f unio n was to be fiv e years in 
getting itself adjusted to pro v inc ial no tio ns. 
This pro c;eBR made a tx>nt in natio n o f lailitio al literatu re inev itable. 
Men 
who eight years befo re dro pptsl tlu ir ¡)ens and picked up swo rds no w hung 
these o v er the fireplace and returne<i to their desks. 
Many wdio had in these 
years kept up a wo rdy war pro tracted it until the co nstitutio n was ado ptetl. 
believ ing th at the fruits o f all the saerlflee made wo uld be lo st with tlie rejec­ 
tio n o f their o wrn theo ries o f go v ernment. 
Hence fo llo wed a new installm ent 
o f po litical literatu re who se impo rtance in tiding the new natio n o v er danger­ 
o us sho ttls canno t be o v erestimated. 
The men who co ntributed to it were principally tlio se who had guide<l the 
war to Its successful issue. There was eno ugh o ppo sitio n amo ng them to giv e 
*est and po int to the writings o f .'ill in dlseiiHsiug the ipiestio n o f changing the 
co nfederacy to a unio n o f states. 
The b'aders in this great debate were 
Samuel Adams, PatricL: Henry and Tho mas JeiTerso n o n the side o f the estab- 
Uahed go v ernment. 
On the o ther side were ranged Alexander Hamilto n. .lo hn Jay and Jamea 
Madiso n ag leaders o f the party fo r the .ndo ptio n o f the co nstitutio n. 
With 
them were asso ciated Geo rge AVashiugto n. Jo bu .\dama, Fisliw .Ames, Tho mas 
Paine, Albert Gallatin, Jo hn Marshall and Jo seph Sto ry. 
The firat three o f 
these made The Federalist famo us as the leading t'o llectio n o f po litical writ- 
Ingp In this lo ng and v io lent co ntro v ersy. The co nstitutio n had been called a 
“triple headed mo nster” and ‘ a.«; deep and wicked a co nspiracy as ev er was 
inv ented in the darkest ages against the liberties o f a free peo ple.” Ev idently 
so me o ne must arise to Its defense and explan.ntio n. Hamilto n underto o k this 
w ith the help o f Madiso n and Jay in 86 sho rt essays, published in The Inde­ 
pendent Gaaetteer o f New Yo rk in 1787-8, o f w hich Hamilto n himself wro te 
61. They did fo r the ado ptio n o f the co nstitutio n what Paine’s eiways did fo r 
the Declaratio n o f Independence. 
The writers’ did no t hav e the creatio n o f 
literatu re In mind so much as o f a new go v eniment. incidentally they ao co ra- 
I^shed the first while labo ring with all their might fo r the seco nd, pro ducing 
no t o nly **the mo st pro fo und and suggestiv e treatise o n go v ernment that has 
ev er been w ritten,” but also a piece o f.w riting which reflects the spirit o f 
liberty guidetl and co ntro lled by the wris^t law. 
In additio n, it has literary 
v alues which canno t be o v erlo o ked. ITie clearness and directness o f the o pen­ 
ing sentences declare in unmistakable term s the purpo se o f the w riter and the 
Impo rtance o f the questio h to be discussed. 
“After an unequiv o cal experience o f the ineifio acy o f the subsisting fwleral 
go v ernment, yo u are called upo n to deliberate o n a new co nstitutio n fo r the 
edited States o f America. 
The subject speaks Its o wn impo rtance, co mpre­ 
hending in its co nsequences no thing less than the existence o f the unio n, the 
safety and welfare o f the paiis o f which it is co mpo sed, the fate o f an empire 
in many respects the mo st interesting in the wo rld. It has bwn frequently re­ 
marked th at It seems to hav e been reserv e*! to the peo ple o f this co untry by 
their co nduct and example to decide the Impo rtant questio n whether so cieties 
o f men are really capable o r no t o f establishing go o d go v eniment fro m reflec­ 
tio n and cho ice o r whether they are fo rev er destined to depend fo r tbcJr 
po iitical co nstitutio ns o n accident and fo rce. The crisis at which we are arriv ed 
may with pro priety be regarded as the era in which that decisio n Is to be 
.m ade.” 
The man who co uld write this and what fo llo ws in the cabin o f a 
riv er slo o p had his su bjeit well in hand, to say the leagL 
Ue al« o had 
kno wledge o f the times sufficient to reco gnize that the perio d W’as a critical 
o ne in the life o f the natio n, and tliat imperialism threatened Its existence 
o n o ne side and anarchy o n the o ther. 
His o wn aim was to call men away , 
fro m the separatism and Indiv idualiHUi which had been bred In ayd in fro m 
co lo nial beginnings in co lo nial Keclusio ii and eiclnsiv encs.s no w cro pping o ut 
In the rights which each new stale desired to keep, surrendering little o r 
no thing to the unio n o f all, which alo ne had bro ught them thro ugh recent 
perils. 
He frankly admits that he is o n the side o f this unio n, a v iew o f 
affairs no t so familiar then as it is no w ami regarded by many with do ubt 
and suspicio n. They co nsidered IS states alo ng the co ast as to o many to be 
held to gether, o r, if po ssible, tliat centralizatio n o f go v eniment wo uld end In 
Imperialism. 
Acco rdingly Hamilto n pro po ses to meet their o bjectio ns and 
to sho w the utility o f unio n, the insufficiency o f the present co nfederatio n, 
the necessity o f a stro nger go v ernment, the co nfo rmity o f the co nstitutio n to 
republican principles, the additio nal security it will affo rd to lilx-rty and to 
pro perty and the inev itable <U.s mem berm ent that wo uld fo llo w a rejectio n o f 
the pro po sed co natitutio u. 
, 
It is impracticable o f co urse to fo llo w the discmsslo n o f these v ital to pics 
here ev en In o utline. 
It must be reml to airpreciate the wisdo m o f Its v iews 
and the dignity and mo deratio n with wTiich they .are presented. 
Mucfi may 
be argued fo r the go o « l sense o f a peo ple to who m sueh a serii» « o f articles 
co uld be addressed with the expictatio n that they wo uld be carefully read 
and tho ughtfully iKindcrcd. That they were so ret.eiv ed is ev ident fro m their 
co ntinuatio n thro ugh So numbers and their repeated issue in (*ditio n after 
editio n when they were co mpleted. 
That tht» j- were su-cessful In their pu r­ 
po se is established by the fact that the particular co mmiiiuty to which they 
.wo re addressed was induced to do that which the majo rity had info rmally 
do clared it wo uld no t do , and the iK*o ple o f New Yo rk, .accepting this inter- 
prttatio u o f the co nstitutio n as true, determintHl to fav o r its estaldishment 
‘ be tw e ^ Itself and the o theij states o f the unio n. The Federalist had a similar 
elBcacy wherev er it was read. The men who wro te it w en* .Vmericans rutlier 
than pro v incials. 
They were statesmen and fo remo st thinkers In a time 
.which called fo r pro fo und and earnest reliecUo n o n questio ns o f Immense 
co nsequence. Other papers were written by liieir peers in o ther jo urnals, but 
this co llectio n is pre-eminent amo ng them all. 
Acco rdingly it has seemed imperativ e to call particular attentio n to a 
pro ductio n which is so metimes s{sjk(*u o f as a stTics o f newspajier articles o r 
as a partisan v iew o f a questio n that ha.s lo ng since been settled. That these 
articles were no t ephemeral is sho wn by their repeated repro ductio n to the 
present day In 20 editio ns. That they are so mething mo re than a AVhig do cu­ 
ment is ev idenced by the fact that they a« - the t» est iuteriJ>eters o f the iutenW* 
and purpo ses which the builders o f the natio n liad when they framed th e 
co nstitutio n o f the Uuite<l States. 
This .instru m ent itself canno t be well 
understo o d witho ut the co utemiHjrary co mmentary o f The Federalist. 
Reference has already been made to the writings o f the gro up o f statesmen 
who were bo th the pro duct o f this critical perio d and the agwits in bringing 
It abo ut. 
They were as a rule v o lumino us writers. 
When the few bo o ks 
which were at their co mmand are co nsidered, as co mpared with present 
accumulatio ns, their creativ e reso urces are remarkable. They po ndered dili- 
(•Dtfy and wro te co ntinuo usly. 
As a co nsetiuence^heir wo rks till v o lumes. 
These hav e no t been peruseti o r o ften co n.sulted by the av erage reader In the 
latter part o f the century as they were in the fo rmer, hut with the rev iv al o f 
Interest in American histo ry and literature and the gro wing habit o f Inv esti- 
* gating o riginal do cuments and writings the wo rth o f the« , will be redis­ 
co v ered. Especially to tho ge who incline to a study-o f the, 
po litical 
•clence and the nature o f republican fo rms o f go v ernment will v hese writings 
o f the fo unders o f o ur o wn be a literatu re in which they may take bo th 
d^ g h t and pride. 
It was this which first wo n attentio n to us in o ther 
I c o u n try—In England because the lofc.s o f co lo nies was impending, o n the 
I c o n tii^ t o f Euro pe because o f a widespread sympathy with the cause which 
was so clearly stated and ably defended. The new natio u Lad no t yet atu taad 
to the graces o f literature, but the strength'and v igo r which o ught to prso eds

H ERE was no immediate 
change in literary habits 
when the independence 
fit the colonies was es­ 
tablished In 1783. A peo­ 
ple could not adjust themselves to a 
new condition of liberty in a day or 
a year after their life of a century 
and three quarters as subject prov­ 
inces. 
Neither could they get out of 
the ruts of thought and expression in which they had been brought up. More­ 
over. In the five years succeeding the end of the war there were causes which 
continued to literature the complexion it had during the war. lf it was con­ 
troversial then, when the majority were for freedom from British rule, w hat 
could be expected when opinion was much divided about the form of govern­ 
ment that should be adopted? Indeed, opposition and disputation had become 
chronic. The Declaration of Independence was passed with difficulty, the war 
was prolonged by dissent, and now the plan of union was to be five years in 
getting itself adjusted to provincial notions. 
This process made a continuation of political literature inevitable. 
Men 
who eight years before dropped their pens and picked up swords now hung 
these over the fireplace and returned to their desks. Many who had in these 
years kept up a wordy war protracted it until the constitution was adopted, 
believing th at the fruits of all the sacrifice made would be lost with the rejec­ 
tion of their own theories of government. Hence followed a new installment 
of political literature whose importance in tiding the new nation over danger­ 
ous shoals cannot be overestimated. 
The men who contributed to it were principally those who had guided the 
w ar to its successful issue. There was enough opposition among them to give 
test and point to the writings of all in discussing the question of changing the 
confederacy to a union of states. 
The leaders in tlds great debate were 
Samuel Adams, Patrick Henry and Thomas Jefferson on the side of the estab­ 
lished government. 
On the other side were ranged Alexander Hamilton. John Jay and Jam es 
Madison af leaders of the party for the adoption of the constitution. 
With 
them were associated George Washington, John Adams, Fisher Ames, Thomas 
Paine, Albert Gallatin, John Marshall and Joseph Story. 
The first three of 
these made The Federalist famous as the leading collection of political w rit­ 
ings In this long and violent controversy. The constitution had been called a 
“triple headed monster” and “as deep and wicked a conspiracy as ever was 
invented In th e darkest ages against the liberties of a free people.” Evidently 
some one m ust arise to its defense aud explanation. Hamilton undertook this 
w ith the help of Madison and Jay in 85 short essays, published in The Inde­ 
pendent Gasetteer of New York in 1787-8. of which Hamilton himself wrote 
51. They did for the adoption of the constitution w hat Paine’s essays did for 
the Declaration of Independence. 
The w riters did not have the creation of 
literature in mind so much as of a new government. Incidentally they accom­ 
plished the first while laboring with all their might for the second, producing 
Bot only T he most profound and suggestive treatise on government that has 
ever been w ritten," but also a piece of-w riting which reflects the spirit of 
liberty guided and controlled by the wisest lsw. 
In addition, it has literary 
values which cannot be overlooked. The clearness aud directness of the open­ 
ing sentences declare in unm istakable term s the purpose of the w riter and the 
importance of the questioh to be discussed. 
“A fter an unequivocal experience of the inefficacy of the subsisting federal 
government, you are called upon to deliberate on a new constitution for the 
Cttlted States of America. 
The subject speaks its own importance, compre­ 
hending In Its consequences nothing less than the existence of the union, the 
safety and welfare of the parts of which it is composed, the fate of an empire 
In many respects the most interesting in the world. It has been frequently re­ 
marked th at it seems to have been reserved to the people of this country by 
their conduct and example to decide the im portant question whether societies 
of men are really capable or not of establishing good government from reflec­ 
tion and choice or whether they are forever destined to depend for their 
political constitutions on accident and force. The crisis at which we are arrived 
may with propriety be regarded as the era in which th at decision is to be 
made." The man who could write this and w hat follows in the cabin of a 
river sloop had his subject well in hand, to say the lea^L 
He also had 
knowledge of the times sufficient to recognize that the period was a critical 
one in the life of the nation, and that imperialism threatened Its existence 
on one side and anarchy on the other. 
His own aim was to call men away 
from the separatism and individualism which had been bred in and in from 
colonial beginnings in colonial seclusion and exclusiveness now cropping out 
In the rights which each new state desired to keep, surrendering little or 
nothing to the union of all, which alone had brought them through recent 
perils. 
He frankly admits th at he is on the side of this union, a view of 
affairs not so fam iliar then as it is now and regarded by m any with doubt 
and suspicion. They considered IS states along the coast as too many to be 
held together, or, if possible, that centralization of government would end in 
Imperialism. 
Accordingly Hamilton proposes to meet their objections and 
to show the utility of union, the insufficiency of the present confederation, 
the necessity of a stronger government, the conformity of the constitution to 
republican principles, the additional security it will afford to liberty and to 
property and the inevitable dismemberment that would follow a rejection of 
the proposed constitution. 
It is impracticable of course to follow the discussion of these vital topics 
here even in outline. 
It must be read to appreciate the w isdom of its views 
and the dignity and moderation with which they are presented. 
Much may 
he argued for the good sense of a people to whom such a series of articles 
could be. addressed with the expectation that they would be carefully read 
and thoughtfully pondered. That they were so received is evident from their 
continuation through S3 numbers and their repeated issue in edition after 
edition when they were completed. 
That they were successful in their pur­ 
pose is established by the fact that the particular community to which they 
.Were addressed was induced to do that which the majority had informally 
declared It would not do, and the people of New York, accepting this inter­ 
pretation of the constitution as true, determined to favor its establishment 
* between itself and the othe$states of the union. The Federalist had a similar 
efficacy wherever it was read. The men who wrote it were Americans rather 
than provincials. 
They were statesmen and foremost thinkers in a time 
.which called for profound and earnest reflection on questions of immense 
consequence. Other papers were written by their peers in other journals, but 
this collection is pre-eminent among them all. 
Accordingly it has seemed imperative to call particular attention to a 
production which is sometimes spoken of as a series of newspajier artieles or 
as a partisan view of a question that has long since been settled. That these 
articles were not ephemeral is shown by their repeated reproduction to the 
present day In 20 editions. That they are something more than a Whig docu­ 
ment is evidenced by the fact that they are the best interpreters of the intents 
and purposes which the builders of the nation had when they framed abe 
constitution of the United States. 
This .instrum ent itself cannot be well 
understood without the contemporary commentary of The Federalist. 
Reference has already been made to the writings of the group of statesmen 
who were both the product of this critical period and the agents in bringing 
• 
It about. 
They were as a rule voluminous writers. 
When the few books 
which were at their command are considered, as compared with present 
accumulations, their creative resources are remarkable. 
They pondered dill- 
gently and wrote continuously. 
As a consequence ^heir works fill volumes, 
n te se have not been perused or often consulted by the average reader in the 
latter part of the century as they were in the former, but with the revival of 
Interest in America!* history and literature and the growing habit of invest!- 
! gating original documents and writings the worth of the— will be redis­ 
covered. Especially to those who incline to a study of ( h e .-Avocat political 
science and the nature of republican forms of government will .bete writings 
of the founders of our own be a literature in which they may take both 
delight and pride. 
It was this which first won attention to us in other 
counties—in England because the loss of colonies was impending, on the 
1 continent of Europe because of a widespread sympathy with the cause which 
was so clearly stated and ably defended.

lHERE was no immediate 
chang!' in literary habits 
when 
the independence 
/if tho coloni!'? was cs* 
tablished in 1783. A peo­ 
ple could not adjust themselves to a 
now condition of liberty in a da% or 
a year after their life of a century 
and three quarters as subject prov­ 
inces. 
Neither could they get out of 
the ruts of thought and expression In which they had been brought up- Metre- 
over. In the Ave years succeeding til!* end of the war there were causes which 
continued to literature the complexion it had during the war. lf it was con­ 
troversial then, when the majority were for freedom from British rule, what 
could be expected when opinion was much divided about the form of govern­ 
ment that should be adopted? Indeed, opposition and disputation had become 
chronic. The Declaration of Independence was passed with difficulty, the war 
was prolonged by dissent, and now the plan of union was ti* he Ave years in 
getting itself adjusted to provincial notions. 
This process made n continuation of political literature inevitable. 
Men 
who eight years before dropped their pens ami picked up swords now hung 
these over the fireplace and returned to their desks. 
Many who had in these 
years kept up a wordy war protracted it until the constitution was adopted, 
believing th at the fruits of all the sacrifice made would be lost with the rejec­ 
tion of their own theories of government. Hence followed a new installment 
of political literature whose importance in tiding the new nation over danger­ 
ous shoals cannot be overestimated. 
The men who contributed to it were principally those who had guided the 
war to Its successful issue. There w as enough opposition among them to give 
test and point to the writings of all in discussing the question of changing the 
confederacy to a union of states. 
The leaders in this great debate were 
Samuel Adams, Patrick Henry and Thomas Jefferson on the side of the estab­ 
lished government. 
On the other side were ranged Alexander Hamilton. John Jay and Jam es 
Madison ap leaders of the party for the adoption of the constitution. 
With 
thorn were associated George Washington, John Adams, Fisher Ames. Thomas 
Paine, Albert Gallatin, John Marshall and Joseph Story. 
The first three of 
these made The Federalist famous as the leading collection of political w rit­ 
ings in this long and violent controversy. The constitution had been called a 
“triple headed monster" and "as deep and wicked a conspiracy as ever was 
invented in the darkest ages against the liberties of a free people.” Evidently 
some one must arise to its defense aud explanation. 
Hamilton undertook this 
with the help of Madison and Jay in 88 short essays, published in The Inde­ 
pendent Gaaetteer of New York in 1787-8, of w hich Hamilton himself wrote 
Bl. They did for the adoption of the constitution what Paine’s essays did for 
the Declaration of Independence. 
The writer* did not have the creation of 
literature In mind so much as of a new government. Incidentally they accom- 
ptlehed the first while laboring with all their might for the second, producing 
not only “the most profound and suggestive treatise on government that has 
ever been w ritten,” but also a piece of-w riting which reflects the spirit of 
liberty guided and controlled by the wisest law*. 
In addition, it has literary 
values which cannot be overlooked. The clearness aud directness of the open­ 
ing sentences declare in unmistakable terms the purpose of the w riter and the 
Importance of the queetioh to be discussed. 
“After an unequivocal experience of the inefficacy of the subsisting federal 
government, you are called upon to deliberate on a new constitution for the 
CMited States of America. The subject speaks Its own importance, compre­ 
hending in Its consequences nothing less than the existence of the union, the 
safety and welfare of the parts of which it is composed, the fate of an empire 
In many respects the most interesting in the world. It has been frequently re- 
markod that it seems to have been reserved to the people of this country by 
their conduct and example to decide the important question whether soc ieties 
of men are really capable or not of establishing good government from reflec­ 
tion and choice or whether they are forever destined to depend for their 
political constitutions on acc ident and force. The crisis at which we are arrived 
may with propriety be regarded as the era in which that decision is to be 
made.” The man who could write this and what follows in the cabin of a 
river sloop had his subject well in hand, to say the leagL 
He also hod 
knowledge of the times sufficient to recognize that the period was a critical 
one in the life of the nation, and that imperialism threatened its existence 
on one side and anarchy on the other. 
His own aim was to call men away 
from the separatism and individualism which had been bred in aud in from 
colonial beginnings in colonial seclusion and exclusiveness now cropping out 
In the rights which each new state desired to keep, surrendering little or 
nothing to the union of all, which alone had brought them through recent 
perils. 
He frankly admits that be is on the side of this union, a view of 
affairs not so familiar then as it is now' and regarded by many with doubt 
and suspicion. They considered IS states along the coast as too many to be 
beld together, or, if possible, that centralization of government would end in 
imperialism. 
Accordingly Hamilton proposes lo meet their objections and 
to show the utility of union, the insufficiency of the present confederation, 
the necessity of a stronger government, the conformity of the constitution to 
republican principles, the additional security it will afford to liberty aud to 
property and the inevitable dismemberment that would follow a rejection of 
the proposed conatitutiou. 
, 
It is impracticable of course to follow the discussion of these vital topics 
here even in outline. 
It must be read to appreciate the wisdom of its views 
and the dignity and moderation with which they are presented. 
Much may 
be argued for the good sense of a people to whom such a series of articles 
conld be addressed with the expectation that they would be carefully read 
and thoughtfully pondered. That they were so received is evident from their 
continuation through So numbers and their repealed issue in edition after 
edition when they were completed. 
That they were successful in their pur­ 
pose is established by the fact that the particular community to which they 
.Were addressed was induced to do that which the majority had Informally 
declared it would not do, and the people of New York, accepting this inter­ 
pretation of the constitution as true, determined to favor its establishment 
‘ between itself and the othei;states of the union. The Federalist had a similar 
efficacy wherever it was read. The men who wrote it were Americans rallier 
than provincials. 
They were statesmen and foremost thinkers in a time 
which called for profound and earnest reflection on questions of immense 
consequence. Other papers were written by their peers in other journals, but 
this collection is pre-eminent among them all. 
Accordingly it has seemed imperative to call particular attention to a 
production which is sometimes spoken of as a series of newspaper articles or 
as a partisan view- of a question that has long since been settled. That these 
articles were not ephemeral is shown by their repeated reproduction to the 
present day In 20 editions. That they are something more than a Whig docu­ 
ment is evidenced by the fact that they are the best interpreters of the intent** 
and purposes which the builders of the nation had when they framed She 
constitution of the United States. 
This .instrum ent itself cannot be well 
understood without the contemporary commentary of The Federalist. 
Reference has already been made to the writings of tin* group of statesmen 
who were both the product of this critical period and the agents in bringing 
It about. 
They were as a rule voluminous writers. 
When the few books 
which were at their command are considered, as compared with present 
accumulations, their creative resources are remarkable. They pondered dili­ 
gently and wrote continuously. 
As a consequence ^heir works fill volumes. 
These have not been perused or often consulted by the average reader in the 
latter part of the century as they were in the former, but with the revival of 
interest in American history and literature and the growing habit of invests 
! gating original documents and writings the worth of the— will be redis­ 
covered. 
Especially to those who incline to a study -of the Annect political 
science and the nature of republican forms of government will .hose writings 
of the founders of our own be a literature in which they may take both 
delight and pride. 
It was this which first won attention to us in other 
counties—In England because the loss of colonies was impending, on the 
1 continent of Europe because of a widespread sympathy with the cause which 
was so clearly stated and ably defended. The new nation bud not yet attained 
to the graces of literature, but the strength‘and vigor which ought to precede 
these were abundant? The foundation* of empire and of letter* were laid 
aimultapeously by Franklin and Adams and Otia. by Jefferson and Henry sad 
‘ Hamilton, by John Adams any! Quincy Adams, by Paine and Marshall aad 
* the rest of the constellation of publicists which rated ta the ase- 
birth < f the nation.

Under the Ding 
ley tariff the rate Is 60 per ce n t 
We 
are in receipt of reliable information 
to the effect that the gross undervalua­ 
tions in this line exist, especially from 
merchandise coming from Limoges 
France. 
These undervaluations apply 
to other countries of the continent 
largely, but only to a limited extent to 
the merchandise coming from England.

The original plan which 
found expression in a bill introduced 
in the senate by Mr. Archer called for 
an appropriation of 1200,000 and the 
creation of an adm inistrative board of 
fifteen members, one of whom was to 
serve as commissioner and be perma­ 
nently stationed at SU Louis at a salary 
to be determined by the board, 
No 
special provision was made for the wo­ 
men or the state. This measure was re­ 
ferred to the finance committee and the 
pruning knife put at work, it will now' 
come back to the senate in a much 
modified and less expensive form. The 
hoard of commissioners is to be re­ 
duced from fifteen to ten, and to take 
the place of the five a woman’s bourd 
of that number is created. The mem­ 
bers of both these boards are to be 
given five dollars a day each while ac­ 
tually engaged in the work of the ex­ 
position, or, rather, the Ohio end of it, 
end, in addition, the men will be allow­ 
ed their traveling expenses and sub­ 
sistence while away from home.

.H ER E was no immediate 
change In literary habits 
when 
the independence* 
/if th*' colonies was es­ 
tablished In IT's.'!. A pee* 
pie coaid not adjust themselves to a 
new condition of liberty In a da% or 
a year after their life of a century 
and three-quarters as subject prov­ 
inces. 
Neither could they get out of 
the ruts of thought ami expression In which they had been brought up. More­ 
over. In the five year.* succeeding the end of the w ar there were causes which 
continued to literature the complexion it had during the war. 
lf it was co n ­ 
troversial then, when the majority were for freedom from British rule, what 
could be expected when opinion vias much divided about the form of govern­ 
ment that should la' adopted? Indeed, opposition and disputation bad become 
chronic. The Declaration of Independence was passed with difficulty, the war 
was prolonged by dissent, and now the plan of union was to Im* five years in 
getting itself adjusted to provincial notions. 
This process made a continuation of political literature inevitable. 
Men 
who eight years before dropped their lams and picked up swords now huug 
these over the fireplace and returned to their desks. 
Many who had in these 
years kept up a wordy w ar protracted it until the constitution was adopted, 
believing that the fruits of all tho sacrifice made would be lost with the rejec­ 
tion of their own theories of government. Hence followed a new installment 
of political literature whose Importance in tiding the new nation over danger­ 
ous shoals cannot be overestimated. 
Tile men who contributed to it were principally those who had guided the 
war to its successful issue. There was enough opposition among them to give 
test and point to the writings of all in discussing the question of changing the 
confederacy to a union of states. 
The leaders in tills great debate were 
Samuel Adams, Patrick Henry and Thomas Jefferson on the side of the estab­ 
lished government. 
On the other side were ranged Alexander Hamilton. John Jay and Jam es 
Madison af leaders of the party for the adoption of the constitution. 
With 
them were associated George Washington. John Adams, Fisher Ames, Thomas 
Paine. Albert Gallatin, John Marshall and Joseph Story. 
The first three of 
these made The Federalist famous as the leading collection of political w rit­ 
ings In this long and violent controversy. The constitution had been called a 
“triple headed monster" and “a* deep and wicked u conspiracy as ever was 
invented in the darkest ages against the liberties of a free people." Evidently 
some one must arise to its defense aud explanation. 
Hamilton undertook this 
with the help of Madison and Jay in Kb short essays, published in The Inde­ 
pendent Gazetteer of New York in 1787-8, of which Hamilton himself wrote 
51. They did for the adoption of the constitution what Paine's essays did for 
the Declaration of Independence. 
The writer* did not have the creation of 
literature in mind so much as of a new government. incidentally they accom­ 
plished the first while laboring with all their might for the second, producing 
not only “the most profound and suggestive treatise on government that has 
ever been w ritten,” but also a piece of writing which reflects the spirit of 
liberty guided aud controlled by the wisest law. 
In addition, it bas literary 
values which cannot be overlooked. Tho dearness aud directness of the open­ 
ing sentences declare in unm istakable terms the purpose of the w riter and the 
importance of the question to be discussed. 
“After an unequivocal experience of the inefficacy of the subsisting federal 
government, you are called upon to deliberate on a new constitution for the 
(felted States of America. 
The subject speaks its own importance, compre­ 
hending in its consequences nothing less than the existence of the union, the 
•afety and welfare of the parts of which it is composed, the fab* of an empire 
in many respects the most interesting in the world, it bas been frequently re­ 
marked that it seems to have been reserved to the people of this country by 
their conduct and example to decide the important question whether soc ieties 
of men are really capable or not of establishing good government from reflec­ 
tion and choice or whether they are forever destined to depend for their 
political constitutions on accident and force. The crisis a t which we are arrived 
may with propriety be regarded as the era iu which that decision is to be 
made." 
The man who could write this and what follows in the cabin of a 
river sloop had his subject well in hand, to say the least* 
He also bad 
knowledge of the times sufficient to recognise that the period was a critical 
one bi the life of the nation, and that imperialism threatened Its existence 
on one side and anarchy on the other. 
His own aim was to call men away 
from the separatism and indhidunliMU which bud beta bred in aud In from 
colonial beginnings in colonial seclusion aud exclusiveness now cropping out

Ile frankly admits that he is on the side of this union, a view of 
affairs not bo fam iliar then as it is now aud regarded by many with doubt 
and suspicion. They considered 13 states along the coast as too many to be 
beld together, or, if possible, tlrnt centralisation of government would end in 
imperialism. 
Accordingly Hamilton proposes to meet their objections and 
to show the utility of union, the insufficiency of tin* pr«*sent confederation, 
the necessity of a stronger government, th** conformity of the constitution to 
republican principles, the additional security it will afford to liberty aud to 
property and the inevitable dismemberment that would follow a rejection of 
the proposed constitution. 
It is Impracticable of course to follow the discussion of these vital topics 
here even in outline. 
It must be read to iiiq>reeiat** the wisdom of its views 
aud the dignity an*! moderation with which they are presented. 
Much may 
be argued for the good sense of a people to whom sueli a series of articles 
could bq addressed With the expectation that they would be carefully read 
and thoughtfully pondered. That they were so received is evident from their 
continuation through bo number* and their repeated issue in <*dition atter 
edition when they were complot* I. 
That th**) were successful in their pur 
pose is established by the fact tlrnt the particular community to which they 
were addressed was Induce*! to do that which tho majority had Informally 
declared It would not do, and the people of New York, accepting this Inter­ 
pretation of the constitution a- true, determined to favor its establishment 
‘ between itself and the otbei; slates of the union. Til** Federalist hud a similar 
efficacy wherever it was read. The men who wrote it were Americans rutiler 
than provincials. 
They were statesm en and foremost thinkers Iii a time 
which called for profound and eg m eet reflection ou questions of immense 
consequence. Other papers were written by their pfor* in other journals, but 
this collection is preem inent among them all. 
Accordingly It has seennd Imperative to call particular attention to a 
production which is sometimes *-pok»*u of as a Bevies of newspai*er articles or 
as a partisan view of a question that has long since been settled. T hat t liege 
articles were not ephemeral la shown by their repeated reproduction to the 
present day in 20 editions. That they ar** something more than a Whig dom- 
meiit is evidenced by the fact that they an the t*est Interpreters of the Intents 
and purposes which the builders of the nation had when they framed She 
constitution of the United States. 
This .instrum ent itself cannot be well 
understood without the couteni|>orary commentary of The F e d e ra ls. 
Reference has already been mad** to the writings of th** group of statesmen 
who were both the product of this critical i*erUxl aud th** ageut* in bringing 
It about. 
They were as a rub* voluminous writers. 
When the few books 
which were at their command are considered, as compared with present 
accumulations, their creative resources ure remarkable. 
They pondered dili­ 
gently and wrote continuously. 
As a consequencefibeir works fill volumes. 
These have not beeu perused or ofteu consulted by the average reader In the 
latter part of the century as they were iii the former, but with the revival of 
Interest in American history and literature and the growing babu of Invest!- 
i gating original documents and writings the worth of the— will be redis­ 
covered. 
Especially to those who incline to a study of the^i#Qi,at political 
science and the nature of republican forms of government will ~be*e writings 
of the founders of our own be a literature iii whit ii they may take both 
dell *bt and pride. 
It was this w hich first won attention to us in other 
countries- In England because the loss of colonies was Impending, on the 
continent of Europe because of a widespread sympathy with the cause which 
was so clearly stated and ably defended.
